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Voting Hits All-Time Low 


Voting interest at Sacramento State College last wee k 


reached an all-time low as approximately 12 per cent of the 
Associated Students membership voted in the ratification 


of a new Associated Students constitution. 

Betty Morr, coordinator of elections, and her com- 
mittee performed a valiant job of manning election polls 
and providing adequate machinery and equipment for secret 
ballot voting. Polls were set up in both the foyer of the 
library and the foyer of Douglass hall and were kept open 
for six hours, sufficient time for considerably more than 
275 students to vote. 

When the new constitution goes into effect next fall, 
many students will be surprised at the changes. There 
ix no doubt, in the minds of The Hornet editorial staff, that 
the revised constitution, as passed, will prove to be more 
workable and more practical than the present constitution. 

But ASSSC members, with the exception of 275 stu- 
dents, have neither the interest nor the inclination to read 
or vote on such matters. These students merely pay their 
$20 each vear into the ASSSC coffers and let “someone 
else” run the association. 

In recent weeks there has been some discussion over 
representation of graduate students. Opponents of such 
representation say that graduates are not interested enough 
in student activities to warrant granting them specific 
representation. 

It would be interesting, indeed, to find the percentage 
of graduate students that voted in last week's election and 
compare this with the percentage of undergraduate stu- 
dents voting. 

If interest in student affairs is a measure of whether 
or not a group should be represented on Student Council, 
then there is no group on this campus interested enough 
in student government to warrant representation. This 
does not mean that SSC should turn to anarchy rather 
than democracy. 

Percentage of voters in local, state and national 
elections is often but college students, especially, 
should be interested in their own affairs, If last week's 
election on the SSC campus is an indication of what elections 
in the United States will be like in years to come, the situ- 
ation is disastrous. 

Voting is a privilege. When a privilege is not used it 
can be easily taken away. If SSC students paid $20 each 
year to be a member of the Associated Students and then 
had no right to vote in ASSSC affairs, there would be 
many complaints. Yet, last week, 1,943 SSC students will- 
ingly relinquished this right and Jet a smal] minority de- 
cide an important issue.
